_ FIRE FIEND PAYS US A VISIT 


During the past two or three 
years ‘most of the towns along 
this line have been visited by 
disastrous fires. Chinook's turn 
came early last Sunday morning, 
when Mr J. R. Miller’s general 
store was burnt completely out. 

_ About 11.30 on Saturday night 
when Mr. Miller left the store 
everything was ina perfectly safe 
condition. About an hour later, 
Harold Shabino, night clerk at 
the hotel, was going out fora 
pail of water, he noticed. an un- 
usual quantity of smoke coming 
from the direction of Miller’s 


Store, Going over to investigate 


the discovered the warehouse— 


which joins the main building— 
was on fire. He quickly gave the 
alarm, and in-a few minutes a 
great crowd collected to help ta 
fight the fire. The chemical en- 
‘gine and-a- bucket ‘brigade were 
soon at work, “besides. a number 
hand extinguishers. The ware- 
house was-unusually packed solid 
with goods, amongst which: the 
fire-had gotten a good hold, and 
its was difficult to get at it. After 
trying hard to put out the fire, for 
as soon as it was put out in one 
place it broke out in another, the 
flames finally got into the main 
building, when the fire soon got 
out of control, Every effort was 
then made to save as much of the 
contents as possible, and it is al- 


most increditable the quantity of 


goods that was carried from that 
burning building in ten to fifteen 
minutes before it became unsafte 
to be in the store. 

The origin of the fire, at first, 
was a mystery, until the safe was 
examined, later, when the door 
found open and two inner drawers 
and some $50000 in cash and 
cheques missing, besides the cash 
register rifled of $5 00. But why 
the burglar set the place on 
fire at the extreme end of. the 
warchouse near the place where 
he evidently-got in and out, isa 
mystery, unless it was done acci- 
dently. by dropping a_ lighted 
match as he was petting out of 
the building, ) 

The building was owned by L, 
K, Sully of Cereal; and was. in- 
sured,we understand, for between 
$1000.00 to $1500.00. The stock 
was also insured, but Mr, Miller's 
loss will be about $5000.00 above 
the insurance.

Mr. C.E..McPherson, the assistant 
rassenger traffic manager of the C,P 
R., with headquarters at Winnipeg, 
and who is at present in the city, has 
early recollections of the big system 
he serves in the West, says the Mont. 
real Gazette. Thirty years ago Mr. 
McPherson sold tickets at the corner 
of St) James and McGill strects, in 
the building which was replaced by 
the Bank of Toronto. That building 
had replaced the old St. James strect 
hotel which flourished in the early 
days, when “Mine Host” Hogan, of 
the St. Lawrence: Hall, and “Dolly” 
of the famous chop house near the 
Tattersail’s, were picturesque and 
historic figures) The city had then 
about 250,000 of a\population. The 
company was just getting on its feet. 
The head office for a time was in the 
old Imperial building, next to the 
Bank of Montreal. It then went 
down to Victoria Square to the old 
Albert building. There was a second 
ticket office at the corner of St. James 
street and Cathedral street, and there 
Mr. McPherson acted as district pas- 
scngcr agent. The habit then was to 
scout-the country for prospective pas- 
sengers, and it was a common sight 
to sce the company through its cour- 
ageous representatives going through 
the wilderness capturing groups of 
people of whom it had been learned 
that they intended to go to such and 
such a place) That was the day of 
small things, but everybody was seiz- 
‘ed with the spirit of endeavor, and 
business was obtained though possi- 
bly in a primitive way compared with 
the present methods. There was a 
degree of camaraderie and bohemian- 
ism expressed by the officials of the 
company which would. be impossible 
now. Mr. McPherson was sent to 
larger duties to Winnipeg, and _ has 
seen that western city grow fron 
small beginnings until it has reached 
te proportions of a great modern 
city of cosmopolitan and varied in- 
terests: :

Hun Preachers 


Blasphemous Utterances of Misguid- 
ed Clerics in Germany 


A good many Lutheran pastors in 
Germany could give the famous Billy 
Sunday pointers on handing out “hot 
stuff.” Rev. Dr. Bang, Professor of 
Theology at Copenhagen University, 
has recently collected a_ serics of 
poems and sermons by German 
clergymen, and published them under 
the title “Hurrah and Hallelujah.” 
The whole spirit of the anthology 
shows that these pastors regard God 
as a “German God,” (to use their 
own phrase) and the Germans as a 
chosen people, divinely commissioned 
to inflict “punishment” on other na- 
tions This idea was not born of the 
war, It has been preached by an in- 
fluential school of theologinas for up- 
wards of fifteen years. In a com- 
mentary on the Sermon on the Mount 
which dates back to that period, the 
line of “true world conquerors,” is 
stated to be “Jesus, St. Paul, Luther 
and William I,”"—an even division be- 
tween the Hebrews and the Germans. 
What the present kaiser thought of 
this arbitrary placing of his  grand- 
father on a higher plane than himself 
ig not recorded, 

The prize for 
phemy, however, should go to a 
Lutheran pastor named Deitrich Vor- 
werk, who, since the war began, has 
written the following paraphrases on 
the Lord’s Prayer: i 

“Though the warrior’s bread be 
scanty, do Thou work daily © death 
and tenfold woe unto the enemy. For- 
give, in merciful long-suffering, each 
bullet and each blow which misses its 
mark! Lead us not into the tempta- 
ticn of letting our wrath be too tame 
in carrying out Thy divine judgment! 
Deliver us and our ally from the in- 
fernal enemy and his servants on 
earth, ‘Thine is the kingdom, the 
Germans; and may we, by aid of Thy 
steel-clad hand, achieve the power 
and the glory.” “s 

The same pastor is the author df-a 
poem in which he addresses the Al- 
mighty in this wise: “Thou who 
dwellest high above Cherubim, Sera- 
phim‘and Zeppelins-’ In this allusion 
to Zeppelins we discern a promise of 
immunity to the Kingdom of Heaven. 
Yhe Germans will refrain from bomh 
ing the great white throne. 

Another lyrical preacher, named 
Suze, apparently thinks the Almighty 
needs first-hand information on the 
issucs at stake, for he writes: “The 
Germans are first before the throne 
of God . ... Thou couldst not place 
the crown of victory in purer hands.” 
Many of the pastors quoted both in 
their pocms and their sermons adjure 
the Lord to “heal the sick world by 
Germanism,” and one, named’Francke 
speaks of “the old intimate relation 
between the essence of Christianity 
and Germanism.” Another, _ yclept 
Lehmann, declares that “the German 
soul is the world’s soul, God’and Ger- 
many belorig to one another,” 

Certainly, the clerics of Germany 
are at ease in Zion, but what will 
they say if the Almighty repudiates 
the partnership?—From the Toronto 
Saturday Night.

Antipodes Trade 


Will Establish a Canadian Merchant 
Marine on the Pacific , 


H. R, McMillian, special timber 
trade commissioner of the Canadian 
government, has submitted a_ report 
on the reasons for the decline in 
Canada’s share of the Australian 
timber imports. Canada is now sup- 
plying only 3 per cent., while the 
United States sends 57 per cent., New 
Zealand 14 per cent., Norway 13 per 
cent, Sweden 6 per cent, and Japan 
4 per cent. 

The reason assigned for the pre- 
vailing conditions is that the -chan- 
nels of trade are now British and 
the trans-Pacific timber brokerage 
and shipping business is entirely_"in 
the hands of outside companies, 
mostly in the United States, 

The remedy lies in the establish- 
ment of a Canadian merchant marine _ 
on the Pacific. Arrangements along 
this line are being made, and the con- 
dition, Mr. McMillan says, shows 
signs of righting itself ‘

DOMINIONS’ ROYAL COMMISSION MAKES REPORT 


It is Also Regarded as Vital to the Empire that the Natural 
Resources be Safeguarded from any Pressure Which a Foreign 
Power Might Exercise to Secure Control of Raw Materials 


The final report of the Dominions’ 
Royal Commission sets forth numer- 
ous conclusions and recommenda- 
tons which it brings to the notice of 
the imperial and dominions’ govern- 
inents, 

It declares, regarding the scientific 
development of natural resources, 
that it is vital the Empire be placed 
in a position enabling it to resist 
uny pressure which a foréign power, 
or a group of powers, could exercise 
in time of peace or war through coa- 
trol of essential raw materials and 
commodities. 

It recommends that. a complete 
survey should accordingly be made 
of the relation between empire pro- 
duction and empire requirements of 
such materials- 

With reference to such matcrials 
and commodities as are mainly pro- 
duced and controlled outside of the 
Empire, such as cotton, petroleum, 
nitrates and potash, the most careful 
Inquiry is needed regarding the pos- 
sibility of new sources of supply or 
the finding of substitutes within/the 
Empire. Stirvey and investigation in 
this respect should be entrusted to 
the new impcrial development board, 
which should work through existing 
departments in the United Kingdom 
and self-governing dominions and 
Iocal scientific departments and the 
Imperial Institute for India, ‘the 
Crown colonics and protectoratcs. 

The report recommends far great 
er control by imperial and overseas 
' grants, the creation of an imperial 
immigration authority for the pur- 
pose of supervision, and a further 
consultative board to effect a proper 
cc-relation between the central au- 
thority and the activities of the do- 
minions. 

It urges the need of providing ade- 
quate capital, training and = assist- 
ance’ for intending  soldier-settlers 


gration of women from Great Britain 
and increasing the same. 

A proposal is made for:the inter- 
change of school teachers between 
the United Kingdom and the domin- 
ions. 

The report emphasizes the neces- 

sity of cheap, speedy and efficient 
transport= and recommends _ larger 
vessels and larger harbors.

Claims Against 
Alien Enemies 


Department of Finance Compiling a 
Record of Enemy Property 


The department of finance at 
Ottawa is circularizing the Domin- 
ion to discover real and_ personal 
property in Canadian territory be- 
longing to enemy subjects and to as- 
certain claims of British subjects 
against enemy subjects or govern- 
mcnts, 

The letter now being distributed, 
reads: 

The minister of finance for Canada 
has been appointed public custodian 
of enemy property in Canada, under 
the provisions of the consolidated or- 
ders in council «respecting trading 
with the enemy, assented to May 2nd 

In view of such  orders-in-council 
and of the proclamation of hjs excel 
issued 
Feb. 12, 1917, and published in’ the 
Canada Gazette on the 17th of the 
same month, it is important that full 
information should be obtained with 
regard to all property, rcal and per- 
sonal in Canadian territory belonging 
to enemy subjects, and also with re- 
gard to all property, real and person- 
al, in enemy territory belonging. to 
British subjects, together with claims 
British subjects may have° against 
enemy governments, 

In order to comply with the direc- 
tions contained in these orders, re- 
turns are required from all British 
subjects, firms or corporations resi- 

ent or carrying on business in Can- 
ada, who are directly or indirectly 
interested in any matters coming 
within the classes of subjects follow- 
ing: -

000,000,000, 


His wealth is largely invested In 
forcign bonds and stocks. His hold- 
ings on this side are said to be ex- 
tensive. It is understood that he 
owns $5,000,000 of the Pennsylvania 
railroad’s stocks, His name docs not 
appear in the lists of that corpora- 
tion’s stockholders for obvious — rea- 
sons, Instead some nominal own- 
ers appear, 

Most of the Czar's cash is deposit- 
ed in the Bank of England The 
estimates of his deposits. there are 
numerous, They run from fifty to 
a hundred million pounds, 

The ex-Czar also owns about 680,- 
000,000 acres of land in Russia. Most 
cf Russia's mineral resources are his 
Frivate property. Into the Czar's 
private treasury, according to” the 
gold and silver output is annually 
contributed. :

In 1914 the na- 
tional savings amounted to $1,519.- 
000,000 they reached last year—des-- 
pite diminished exports and the clos- 
ing of the tourist trade, which brings 
cash to the amount of $20,000,000 per 
imnum to the country—no less than 
$1,600,000,000, - 

This saving has been effected by 
the “fortunes of war-’ But the wool- 
len and cotton industries have pros- 
pered greatly, and all- those which 
were made for or could be adapted 
to the output of war material. Italy 
began to rely upon herself, indus- 
trially speaking, more than she had 
ever done before, and found, after 
due experiment, that she could not 
only produce the articles she requir- 
ed, but could do so at an economic 
price which had at first seemed 
coubtful. = 

Unemployment naturally ceased to 
be a problem, and a notable symp- 
tom was, as stated, the increase in 
savings of the country.

France? composed of the greatest 
Moslem dignitaries under their sway, 
They know also of the steps taken 
by the two powers to guarantee the 
safety of pilgrims desiring to visit 
Mecca, while the war is in progress. 

Therefore those of them who may 
have had doubts and apprehensions 
on the subject a couple of years ago 
realize that they have nothing to fear 
from Britain, that she will as scrup- 
ulously respect their holy cities and 
shrines as she would respect West- 
minster Abbey, and that henceforth 
their most sacred cities will have the 
protection of. Britain and France- The 
capture of Bagdad by Townshend 
might have had an impotant politi- 
cal effect upon the Moslem world, 
but his failure did not result, as Ger- 
many and Turkey fondly hoped, in 
any great accession to the central 
powers on the part of the Moham- 
medans. Mr. Owen may be rather 
straining a point when he sces in the 
early failure a real blessing, but ap- 
parently nothing of prestige was 
lost at the Kut which has not been 
regained. The additional and impor- 
tant fact has been impressed upon 
the Moslem world that the British 
always “come back.” 

It scems very probable that Brit- 
ain’s mastery of the Tigris and the 
Euphrates valleys, including the vast 
oi! mines and oi! fields in the prov- 
ince of Mosul, will be followed if not 
immediately, at least when the war 
is at an end, by the extension of the 
empire’s suzerainty and maybe sov- 
erignty over the whole of the south- 
ern portion of -Persia. For sone 
time before the beginning of the war 
this part of Persia was recognized by 
Russia, the only other European 
power concerned, as a British sphere 
of influence. Persia herself is in no 
position now, nor is she likely to be 
for many years to come, to assert 
independence of some sort of Euro- 
pean leadership und control, Her 
government has becn unable to pre- 
scrve. order, or even to keep open 
the main roads of the country: Lack- 
ing the viciousness of the Turkish 
government, the Persian government 
kas all the Turk’s inefficiency. The 
fall of Bagdad means the printing of 
another considerable block -of red 
wpon the map of the world.

Germany Must Have Speed 


Always Counted on a Quick Decision 
to Win the War 


Time appears to be the chicf fac- 
tor in Germany’s calculation, From 
the beginning of the war the domi- 
nant idea of her strategy has been 
to strike for a swift decision, and 
avoid a war of attrition, That is 
what wrecked the negotiations in 
iJuly, 1914. It is what led Germany 
through Belgium. It is what has 
made the submarine so fascinating 
to the German mind. A highly gr- 
ganized autocratic government wlfich 
controls its own public opinion can 
act sharply, “get the jump” on lum- 
bering democracics and_ inefficient 
empires. Speed can make up for in- 
ferior resources. Reasoning — this 
way, the first theory was that France 
could be eliminated before Britain’s 
strenght could be accumulated. The 
present theory seems to be that Brit- 
ain can be eliminated before Ameri- 
ca's strength can be made to count. 

But the Germans undoubtedly 
know that if they fail within the next 
few months they are utterly lost) In 
a-war of attrition our’ resources 
would be decisive. Unless the Ger- 
mans can succeed at once they must 
fail terribly. Germany has _ never 
been willing to face a_ prolonged 
siege because it can end only one 
way. Her superior technique is dis- 
counted, if'it cannot be used for a 
quick decision. The proclamation of 
unlimited submarine war means that 
Germany faces and cannot endure a 
war of resources. She strikes there- 
fore violently at England, the back- 
bone of the coalition—New Repub- 
lic. 


Comparison of . 
The Two Blockades 


Germany's Methods of Blockade 
-Never: Had a Shadow of 
Validity 
The difference between the British 
and German blockades is ‘casily stat- 
ed and in a few words, The British 
blockade is physica! and effective, 
and therefore valid against internat- 
ional law; it is directed against con- 
traband cargoes and not against the 
lives of neutrals; and it is conducted 


under the legal sanction of the prize 


courts’ The German~ blockade,- or 
rather its declaration of intention to 
blockade, makes no pretense to: ob- 
serve the rules prescribed in the Dec- 
laration of Paris, to which Prussia 
was a subscriber in 1856. It proposes 
not to establish a cordon amnound 
British ports and seize and condemn 
as prizes ships that try to enter with 
contraband cargoes but to loose sub- 


seas and sink indiscriminately 
without warning the ships of all na- 
tions found within such zones. The 


chance for their lives and their own- 
ers no chance to establish their rights 
in prize courts 

The German declaration is recent 
enough to be reinembered. It is sum- 
med up in the one sentence, “All 
ships met within the zone will be 
sunk.” The British declaration 
blockade made in a note to this gov- 
ernment March 15, 1915, probably is 
not so well remembered, particularly 
in minds “seeking to justify” the 
American course, and it may be well 
to repeat its terms Sir Edward 
‘Grey wrote: 

“The government of Great Britain 
has frankly declared, in concert with 
the government of France, its inten- 
tion to meet the German attempt to 
stop all supplies of every kind from 
leaving or entering British or French 
ports by themselves stopping sup- 
plies going to or from Germany. 
this purpose the British fleet has in- 
i stituted a blockade, effectively con- 
trolled by cruiser cordon all passages 
to or from Germany by sea. ‘The 
differences between the two policies 
is, however, that, while our object is 
the same as that of Germany, we pro- 
pose to atlain it without sacrificing 
neutral ships or non-combatant lives:

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A correspondent at the front, 
watching the sight of a great army 
pursuing a foc, and trying to realize 
to comprehend, the amazing labor

The lines which the British held 
for four months before Bapaume 
are deserted. When the correspond-

troops were miles ahead—how far 
rone knew exactly, though in the 
distance the boom of field picces 
could be constantly heard: Neither 
side was using heavy guns then—the 
time for them had not yet arrived. 

The road from Albert, where the 
statue of the virgin juts horizontally 
from the top of the ruined cathedral 
tower, but still miraculously held in 
place, right up past Bapaume was 
an unforgetable spectacle. The Brit- 
ish soldiers had passed that way days 
before and now everything necessary 
to push the Boche back past the Hin- 
denburg line of defense was being 
brought up for their support.

From dawn until dusk this 30 miles 
i went on unceasingly. 
About every mile in the traffic line a 
policeman with a red flag regulated 
it and with autocratic authority kept 
That would have 
been a strange sight on any road? 
on this it was most exotic. 

It was a stupendous task, moving 
these supplics along that road. It 
was not built for two lines of heavy 
traffic even in normal times. And 
since the beginning of the war it had 
been shelled-~persistently. Every 
yard there was a pitted shell hole. 
Occasionally these craters were ten 
feet in diameter. and six feet decp. 
In addition to this, in several places 
the Germans had blown up the road

There is no time to use ordinary mat- 
erial- The men take bricks from 
the ruined village nearby, fill up the 
shell holes and roll them level whene 
ever they get the chance.

road around its edge. 


Alongside the road thousands’ of 
men were working furiously laying 
a railway across the shell holes» The 
Germans had destroyed their lines 
very thoroughly, but the British en- 
gineers showed no signs of resent- - 
rnent. They were quite pleased, how- 
cver, when they were able to use up 
a length of German rails. Almost as 
soon as the British troops halt they 
find a completed line at their heels, 
bringing them everything needful. 
When the war is over the roughly 
laid line across the morass and muss

Romance of Alfalfa 


One of the Romances of Agriculture 
Is the Story of Alfalfa 


The story of alfalfa is one of the 

romances of agriculture. . Five ‘hun- 
dred years before Christ the. plant 
Was recognized in Persia, but it was 
not until a little over half a century 
ago that it first’ became gencrally 
known in North America. 
_ In the interval between these per- 
iods the history of alfalfa is inter- 
woven with the rise and fall of Em- 
fires and the movements of armed 
hosts, Alfalfa furnished fodder for 
the war horses of the Persians when 
Greece was invaded by the latter. 
Carried to Northern Africa, possibly 
by one of the followers of the Queen 
of Sheba, it was later taken to Ltaly 
and still later the Moors left it in 
Spain as the one really beneficent 
legacy of the Arab conquest) When 
the Spaniards themselves became 
conquerors, in turn they took’ the 
plant with them to Mexico. in North 
America and Chile in South America, 
and from Mexico it has spread, via 
California, all over the western and 
niddle western States, and from 
Chile it has crossed the Andes to 
feed the herds of Argentina. 

To the Arabs we owe the origin of 
the name by which the plant is best 
known. To them it was alfacfaca, 
“the best fodder.” To Italy we owG¢ 
the plant's other name, luecrne- 

While the Spaniards are chiefly 
responsible for the introduction of 
alfalfa into the warmer States of the 
neighboring Union, the growing of 
the crop in Canada and the northern 
States appears to have been made 
possible by the introduction of ‘seed 
from Germany. Alfalfa. was first 
taken to Germany by the Spaniards, 
and in time it became hardened by 
its environment. From . Germany 
Wendelin Grimm in 1857 brought a 
20-pound package of this hardy seed 
to America, and from that 20-pound 
packet most of the alfalfa grown ia 
Minnesota, the Dakotas and Mon- 
tana originated. About- the same 
time another German brought to the 
Niagara district other hardy seed, 
and from this has sprung the Ontario 
variegated of today, a variety which 
has given as satisfactory results in 
Ontario as Grimm has given in Min- 
nesota:

| Government Loans 
To Canadian Farmers} yon Medals 


A Proper Combination of Farmers 
and Money the Need of 
the West 


In Western Canada, as in all new 
countries, development is limited by 


‘the fact that a great many of the new 


settlers are unable to purchase live- 
stock and implements until they have 
taken one°or more crops from the 
land. As a result, the new scttler’s 
efforts are confined to putting in his 
crop and harvesting it, : 

_If he were able to purchase suffi- 
cient cattle to start a good herd, some 
hogs as well, he would be enabled to 
live much better at less cost, as he 
would be producing a great many 
things for his own table besides be- 
ing able to market the surplus. 

While government loans to farmers 
for this purpose have been a subject 
of discussion in all the prairie pro- 
vinces, it has actually been put = in 
practice in British Columbia. Up to 
the end of last October loans aggre- 
gating $234,430, and in number 144, 
had been granted by the agriculaural 
credits commission of that province, 
In all 1041 applications for loans 
were received, the amounts asked for 
totalling $2,175,455. 

The farmer applicant must meet 
certain requirements before he. is 
granted a loan, appraisement of the 
in 
cach case, and many of the applicants 
have becn unable to secure loans be- 
cause they did not come up to the 
standard set by the commission, 

Early in 1916 the provincial govern- 
ment secured $1,000,000 which is be- 
ing loaned out to farmers at the fav- 
orable rate of 6.5 per cent. The bulk 
cf the loans made are for long terms, 
the longest period for which a loan 
may be granted _being thirty-six and 
one half years. 

These long term loans may be 
made on the amortization plan, inter- 
est and principal being payable half 
The short term loans may be 
] and 
need not be amortizable. Borrowers 
have the privilege of paying off in 
half yearly 
payments $25 or any multiple of $25 
from time to time on any interest to 
date, in the reduction of the mort- 
gage. ;

T:swo of the di- 
cectors of-the commission have spent 
considerable time in the field. with the

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~~ Boy Scout Notes 


Awarded During Past 
Year for Life Saving 


Since the Boy Scouts movement 
was organized cight years ago, Boy 
Scouts in the United. Kingdom have 
carned 1,885 medals for various acts 
of gallantry and 34 certificates of 
merit. 175 of these medals were 
awarded during the past year, accord- 
ing to the report of the Executive 
Committee of the Council, which is 
just to liand. 

It scems little short of remarkable 
that 78 out of the 175 medals award- 
ed during the past year were for life 
saving when it is-estimated that this 
is practically double the average num- 
ber of medals awarded in this con- 
nection in any previous year. In the 
foregoing seven-years 375 life saving 
medals were awarded to Boy Scouts. 
The awards during the past twelve 


months were as follows: Bronze 
Cross (for heroic acts) 2; Silver 


Cross (for gallantry with risk) 16; 
Medals for life saving 78; Silver Wolf 
(special merit) 14;, Medals of Merit 
5; 

Much attention has been paid to 
public services lately and the boys 
have been encouraged by the offer of 
the war service badges. For instance, 
38,392 War Service .Badges were 
awarded to Scouts who put in 28 
days’ voluntary service in aid of war 
causes, and 2,232 badges to Scouts 
who completed 100 days’ service in a 
similar way. This war work includes 
all kinds of public services such as 
assisting the police and fire brigades, 
etc. Coast watching is another form 
of service which has grown in popu- 
larity among the Scouts of England. 
The arrangement with the admiralty 
for the supply of Boy Scouts to assist 
in coast watching still continues and 
numbers, varying from 1,300 to 1,800 


have been employed in this way. 
They have won the cordial apprecia- 
tion of the Admiral in charge of 


coastgtiards. Badges for 84 days’ 
coast watching were awarded to 2,208 
Scouts. 

Vocational training is receiving 
merited consideration from the lead- 
ing educationalists, not only in Can- 
ada, but throughout the Allied coun- 
tries. At this point mention.may be 
made of the training which Boy 
Scouts receive, leading up to this line 
of endeavor in the technical schools. 
Badges are awarded to Boy Scouts 
who show proficiency to a_ certain 
standard in the following subjects: 
Carpentry, Basket Making, Enginecr- 
ing, Plumbing, Printing, and a num- 
er of other useful trades, 

The Chief Scout and founder of 
the Boy Scouts movement, Sir Rob- 
ert Baden-Powell, is most anxious to 
extend the development of handi- 
crafts among Scouts in all parts of 
the Empire. Many boys through pro- 
ficiency badges are enabled to -dis- 
cover for themselves their inclina: 
tions and find vocations which appeal 
to:their natural abilitics. 


A Good Excuse 


Is: the Kaiser Making the World His 
\Enemy to Escape: Wrath 
at Home? 


Have the aristrocrats of Germany, 
foiled in their dream of world power, 
declared war against civilization that 
they may appease the wrath of a dis- 
illusioned and defeated people by 
pleading inability to contend against 
a world in arms? 

As the hopelessness of the German 
cause has become more and more 
pronounced, political observers in in- 
creasing numbers have predicted that 
the Hohenzollern militarists would 
seize upon this avenue of escape from 
their failure to make good their pro- 
mises to the German people. 

And now comes Count Okuma, 
Japanese statesman, with the predic- 
tion that the entry into the war of 
the United States means the early 
surrender of Germany. 

For years the militarists have de- 
luded their people with talk of

They may well fear to offer their 
people, in lieu of these golden 
dreams, an impoverished country,-a 
decimated population and the appro- 
brium of civilization.

R Economic Value of Birds 


Immense Saving Brought About By 
the Destruction of Insects 
by Birds 


The cconomic value of birds, be- 
cause of their service to agriculture, 
horticulture and forestry, is estimat- 
ed in Minnesota at $2,500,000 an- 
nually, This is a saving brought 
about by the destruction by insectiv- 
crous birds of insects harmful to 
crops,. fruits and trees, and the pro- 
tection of such birds should be en- 
couraged. Clubs and socicties are 
being formed in most sections for 
this purpose, and many schools and 
irdividuals are encouraging the plac- 
ing of bird houses and feeding  sta- 
tions. While the non-game bird sit- 
uation is improving, the State De- 
partment reports the depletion of 
g1ouse, partridge and prairie chicken 
as alarming, and that refuges, closed 
seasons and protection from natural 
cnemies ave needed.—The Farmer.

The experience of-the Great War 

teaches as its clearest Iesson that 
national efficiency in peace, no less 
than in war, depends directly on the 
wise common. control of the natural 
resources, which are the basis upon 
which all human welfare necessarily 
tests. The nations of Europe are 
turning with one consent to the con- 
trol of their supplics of coal, iron, 
copper, timber, oil, and water-power 
by all the people through their gov- 
ernment for the common defense and 
for the common good. Our natural 
resources must be retained in nation- 
al control. We see now, more clearly 
than ever, that natural resources are 
the foundations of national efficiency 
and defense. The Great War has 
proved definitely that coal, oil, tim- 
ber, and other resources are as im- 
portant in modern warfare as men 
and arins, Water-power in particular 
ought to be kept in the public hands, 
because it is a vital necessity in the 
froduction of nitrates and without 
nitrates high explosives cannot be 
made, 
_ In addition, we know that if there 
is “an ecomonic war after the war,” 
the national control of natural re- 
sources will be a fundamental essen- 
tial to this nation. Government con- 
trol of the natural sources of wealth, 
is necessary if our nation is to be in- 
dustrially efficient, if it is to be pre- 
pared either for war or for peace. 
There is a broad patriotic task just 
ahead of us-—Gifford Pinchot, Presi- 
dent of National Conservation Asso- 
ciation of United States. 


Alberta Raises 
. High-Class Timothy 


Rapidly Coming to the Front as a 
Grass Seed Province 


That Alberta is.springing to the 
front as a grass-seed province, is sug- 
gested by Superintendent Brown, of 
the Dominion government elevator in 
East Calgary. Mr. Brown reports 
that already there are more than 40 
cars of timothy seed in the big stor- 
age plant and that the seed is of such - 
quality as cannot be raised in any 
cther section of the continent. 

“Our second class timothy seed is 
bringing the same rating in Chicago 
as the native prime seed of the Unit- 
ed States,’ says Mr. Brown in a 
newspaper interview. 

The superintendent said that this 
was the first year that grass-seed has 
been grown in any quantity in’ the 
province, The encouragement by the 
Dominion government to this indus- 
try during the past year or two is, 
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therefore, bearing fruit, said Mr. 
Brown. 
“When the iprediction was made 


some time ‘ago‘that we would get 40 
or 50:cars‘ of: timothy seed in_ this 


house, it hardly seemed a probability,--~-- 


but the prediction will be more than 
fulfilled?” With 40 cars of the seed 
already in the house there will ‘be 
more coming in. I understand that 
there are-now seven cars at one point 
in the southern section ready for ship- 
ment to Calgary. 

“We are getting equipment to han: 
die this product in better shape, so. 
that the future is bound to see the 
timothy secd industry one of our 
most important ones, 

“Ts it a profitable crop? It is ins 
deed. ‘With this seed selling for from 
$5 to $5.50 per 100 pounds, one can 
see what the industry will do for the 
province. It is this class of product 
that will make the dollars roll into 
Alberta in seasons when some other 
now more staple crops have not de- 
livered the goods. It is mixed farm- 
ing in its best aspect.”

Evidence Not Submitted to Show 
That Buying Was Dishonest 


Two additional reports of the Da- 
vidson Royal commission are given 
out by the government. They deai 
with charges of improprieties in 
connection with government — food 
supplics to troops in the vicinity of 
Regina in the carly part of the war; 
the other with the purchase of 
horses for war purposes in the same 
vicinity, . 

In the report on the first matter 
the commission finds: “That there’ 
was not any information found avail- 
able, although it was sought for, to 
warrant the belief that contractors 
lad not lived up to their  specifica- 
tions,” and concludes: 

“The. evidence of Major HI. W. 
Laird, O.C,, Army Service Corps, in 
charge of. sustenance at Camp 
Hughes, in the vicinity of Regina, 
was not challenged.” 

In connection with the investiga- 
tion into charges of irregularities in 
the purchase of 600 horses in Regina 
and vicinity, the commission: observes 
that “here as elsewhere the regrct- 
able presumption existed that public 
officials were wrong-doers, rather 
than conscientious dischargers of

Keeping Eggs Fresh 


Merchants Should Keep Eggs Out of 
Store Windows 


It is a common practice ‘at this 
season of the year for many retaflers 
to advertise the increasing egg sup- 
fly and the rapidly falling prices by 
displaying piles of eggs in their store 
windows. Eggs thus exposed in 
miany cases come under the direct 
rays of the sun and are subjected to 
a temperature behind the plate glass 
window of about 100 degrees» The 
excessive heat resulting causes seri- 
ous deterioration through evapora- 
tion accompanicd by loss of flavor. 
Further, at this time of the year a 
arge percentage of the eggs mar- 
keted are fertilized, and as it is com- 
mon knowledge that a temperature of 
70 degrees is sufficient to start incu- 
bation, the possibility of serious de- 
terioration will readily be scen. 

It is good businc$s to advertise, but 
window displays of eggs defcat the 
aim of the advertiser, in that. the re- 


sulting deterioration of ‘the eggs 
causes dissatisfaction among consum- 
ers, and so retards consumption. 


Eggs should be kept in the cleanest, 
coolest, driest place in the store, re- 
moved from mustincss, foul odors or 
other sources of contamination.

That Canadian wool is likely to be 
purchased this year in large quanti-
